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Democrats May 
Switch Tactics 
To Attack Ike 


Frontal Assault 
Appears Imminent 
Despite Protests 


WASHINGTON 
—A frontal at­ 
tack by the Democratic high com­ 
mand on President Eisenhower ap­ 
peared today to represent a last- 
minute switch in campaign tactics 
over the protests of some party 
members. 
National Chairman, Stephen A. 
Mitchell put an official stamp on 
the new tactic yesterday by accu­ 
sing Eisenhower of joining in what 
Mitchell called a “ Red sm ear” of 
Democratic candidates for Con­ 
gress. 
No Public Complaint 
While there was no public com­ 
plaint from party members, it was 
learned authoritatively that Mit­ 
chell had overruled some Demo­ 
cratic 
l e a d e r s 
who cautioned 
against attacks on Eisenhower de­ 
spite the President’s own burst of 
campaigning just before Tuesday’s 
voting deadline. 
Some Democrats 
evidently 
be­ 
lieve that Eisenhower’s popularity 
remains at such a level that voter 
resentment might cause direct at­ 
tacks on him to boomerang. These 
Democrats were said to have ar­ 
gued that to hit at the President 
would only help publicize his ap­ 
peal for a Republican Congress. 
But Mitchell overrode this ad­ 
vice at a news conference yester­ 
day. He called Eisenhower’s ac­ 
tions “ shameful” — a much st.ffer 
term than any which had been em ­ 
ployed previously in the campaign 
by any top Democrat., including 
Adlai E. Stevenson, the 1952 presi­ 
dential nominee. 
Mitchell made it clear that the 
s t r a t e g y had been carefully 
thought out, saying beforehand he 
wanted to read his charges from 
a prepared statement. Then, in ob­ 
vious deference to the division of 
Democratic views, he ducked ques­ 
tions as to whether he was trying 
to m ake Eisenhower the issue in 
the campaign. 
Ike Joins Up 
Mitchell said Eisenhower joined 
in a “ sm ear cam paign” by con­ 
gratulating Vice President Nixon 
on Nixon's campaign efforts, and 
then by bringing the Communist-in- 
government issue into his o w n 
speeehmaking on a flying tour of 
four cities yesterday. 
The Democratic chairman said 
Nixon had been “ peddling figures 
about 
so-called 
Communists 
in 
government which tell an utterly 
false story.” He said Eisenhower 
had disclaimed knowledge of this 
at Wednesday’s White House m ws 
conference. 
“ But on Thursday,” Mitchell said 
“ Mr. Eisenhower became a party 
to the sm ear campaign. Whether 
or not he found out in the m ean­ 
time what Mr. Nixon had been say­ 
ing, he sent a warm letter of con­ 
gratulations to Mr. Nixon on his 
‘effective work’ in the campaign

The convicts arraigned Friday 
are charged with breaking into 
the death row protective cell of 
W alter Lee Donnell and killing 
him during the height of the riot 
which cost four lives. 
The convicts are Rollie M. Las- 
ter, 21, serving 12 years for rob­ 
bery from St. Joseph; Joseph M an­ 
uel Vidauri, 18, serving a five-year

City robbery;

Lapp, 19, serving four years for 
burglary and larceny from Madi­

Asks for Relief 
Earlier this month the National 
Coal Assn. asked the committee 
for relief from what it called “a 
benevolent federal policy aimed at 
promoting widespread use of n a ­ 
tural gas.” It proposed government 
restraints on “the unw arranted ex­ 
pansion of the natural gas industry 
at the expense of coal.” 
Arguing that no such “artificial 
barriers” should be allowed to in­ 
terfere w’ith free functioning of the 
industry, the gas association 
went on to tell the committee: 
1. An estimated 100 million peo­ 
ple in the United States now de­ 
pend on 
natural

nedds. All states except Vermont 
have “natural gas service either 
on an existing or on an authorized 
and imminent basis.”

WASHINGTON (ZP) — President 
Eisenhower, happy over his get- 
out-the-vote tour of four states, 
was reported ready today to try 
personally to set off a nationwide 
“telephone your neighbors” cam­ 
paign to w’in votes for Republican 
congressional candidates. 
A Republican official said that 
starting at 11:35 a.m. EST Eisen­ 
hower will start telephoning 10 
“plain ordinary” persons around 
the country. 
Pyramid System 
The President will ask each to 
vote and to phone the same request 
to 10 others, he said, to touch off 
a 
“pyramid 
system” 
aimed 
at 
reaching every citizen who might 
go to the polls next Tuesday. 
The GOP informant declined the 
use of his name. He was not a 
member of the President’s staff, 
but it was knowm the idea of chain 
phone calls in a drive to turn out 
a big pro-GOP vote w’as getting 
serious study at the White House. 
Eisenhower tried out the idea on 
an audience at Wilmington, Del., 
last night at the conclusion of his 
swift aerial tour into Ohio, Michi­ 
gan, Kentucky and Delaware. 
He said in Advance of the 1,400- 
mile trip that he was making it to 
try to dispel what he term ed puz­ 
zling voter apathy. But he told a 
police-estimated crowd of 4,000 at 
the Wilmington Airport that he 
had been pleasantly surprised — 
that instead of apathy all along the 
w’ay he had “encountered enthu­ 
siasm, belief and confidence” that 
the Republicans will win contin­ 
ued control of Congress. 
“ If everybody votes, wre’re in,” 
Eisenhower declared, touching off 
a round of cheers. 
Then, dealing with the more 
prac‘*cal problem of persuading 
citizens to g«- \> the polls, the 
President said: 
“You know, if everybody in this 
audience would go home this eve­ 
ning and start calling up— would 
call up 10 voters and ask them to 
call 10 voters, you cover the state 
of Delaware with every man, wo­ 
man and child in it in about two 
hours. 
“You would reach m illions in 
that time. That is what w e want.”

For some reason or other, the 
growing of sweet potatoes in South­ 
east M;ssouri gradually became a 
lost art but it has been revived. 
Contact Farm ers 
Last spring Clarence Cantrell. 
Charles and Jack Mitchell formed 
a partnership — Cantrell a n d 
Mitchell — and proceeded to go 
around the countryside to contract 
with farm ers to raise sweet pota­ 
toes and the harvest is beginning. 
Cantrell and Mitchell plan to 
store the tubers until they are kiln 
dried; then sort, clean and pack­ 
age them either in bushel crates 
or bags and m arket them for the 
farm ers.

R esearch v eterin arian s of the . 
U. S. D ep artm en t of Agriculture 
have reported encouraging results 
with daily intake of phenothiazine 
during the months when heel flies 
deposit eggs on the legs of cattle. 
The drugs are absorbed into the a n ­ 
im al’s blood strea m so they can a t­ 
tack grubs before extensive d a m ­ 
age is done. 
Treated cattle averaged som e 80 
per cent fewer grubs than u n trea t­ 
ed anim als, and som e were com ­ 
pletely tree of infestation. 
Grubs are the larvae of the heel 
fly. They burrow into the anim al 
from eggs deposited on the hide by 
the adult fly. After living within 
cattle several months, they punc­ 
ture their way out again, usu ally 
through the back, and in so doing 
cost the livestock industry millions 
of dollars every year in dam aged 
hides and prim e m eat cuts. 
Some success in cattle grub con­ 
trol also has been reported with 
drug injections which accomplish 
much the sam e results as the feed­ 
ing program , according to t h e 
Foundation but more research is 
necessary. 
The present common method of 
control by spraying or dusting cat­ 
tle is considered unsatisfactory.

Now Angle of Attack 
Found to Better 
Control Cottle Grubs 


V eterinary scientists, searching 
for better ways to control cattle 
grubs, have come up with another 
new angle of attack, the Am erican 
Foundation for Animal Health an­ 
nounced today. 
R esearch veterinarians of the . 
U. S. D epartm ent of Agriculture 
have reported encouraging results 
with daily intake of phenothiazine 
during the m onths when heel flies 
deposit eggs on the legs of cattle. 
The drugs are absorbed into the an­ 
im al’s blood stream so they can a t­ 
tack grubs before extensive dam ­ 
age is done. 
Treated cattle averaged some 80 
per cent fewer grubs than untreat­ 
ed anim als, and som e were com ­ 
pletely free of infestation. 
Grubs are the larvae of the heel 
fly. They burrow into the anim al 
from eggs deposited on the hide by 
the adult fly. After living within 
cattle several months, they punc-| 
ture their way out again, usually 
through the back, and in so doing 
cost the livestock industry millions 
of dollars every year in dam aged 
hides and prim e m eat cuts. 
Some success in cattle grub con­ 
trol also has been reported with 
drug injections which accomplish 
much the sam e results as the feed­ 
ing program , according to t h e 
Foundation but more research is 
necessary. 
TTH' present common method of 
control by spraying or dusting cat­ 
tle is considered unsatisfactory. It 
does not prevent all dam agesto the 
hide, inasmuch as treatm ent can­ 
not be started until the grubs are 
present under the skin of the back. 
B etter controls depends upon the co 
operation of all cattle owners in the 
area.

Space for Main 
Prepared Dishes 


Do you have home space in your 
freezer? Put it to use by freezing 
m ain dishes—prepared, ready to 
be heated or cooked and served. 
F or tiptop quality and econom i­ 
cal use of freezer space plan your 
freezing and use of precooked m ain 
dishes do they will be in the freeze 
no longer than two or three months 
However, m any fixids if properly 
packaged and stored will not suffer 
serious quality loss if kept up to 
6 m onths. 
In general, prepare the food as 
you would if it w ere to be served 
right away. Do not overcook, ome 
ingredients in m ain dishes that 
m ust be reheated for serving are 
better if slightly underdone f o r 
freezing, says Rebecca Nistendirk, 
county home agent. 
C rum b or cheese toppings are 
best addl'd when the food is reheat­ 
ed for serving. P astry crusts frozen 
unbaked are m ore ti'nder and flaky 
and have a fresher flavor than 
those baked and then frozen. 
Quick Coot Helps 
Quick cooling of the food im ­ 
m ediately after it is cooked stops 
the cooking and helps keep the n a ­ 
tural flavor, color and texture of 
the food. It also retard s or pre­ 
vents the growth of bacteria th at 
m ay cause spoilage. 
As soon as the food is cool, put 
it prom ptly into freezer containers 
of m oisture vapor-resistant pack­ 
aging m aterial. Pack the food tight 
Iv into the containers to get out as 
m uch air as possible. 
In quart containers, the food m ay 
be separated into 2 to 3 layers by 
a double thickness of w ater-resist­ 
an t m aterial such as cellophane. 
This m akes it possible to separate 
the frozen block of food easily and 
will shorten the reheating tim e. 
M any com bination m ain dishes 
are sem i-liquid in consistency and 
are best packaged in rigid contain­ 
ers m ade of m oisture-vapor-proof 
m aterials such as alum inum , glass, 
pottery, plastic, plain or enam eled 
tin or heavily waxeds cardboard. 
Som e prepared foods, like m eat 
pies and casserole dishes, m aybe 
frozen in the containers in w’hich 
they w ere baked. 
O rdinary waxed papers, house­ 
hold alum inum foil, and cartons de­ 
signed for cottage cheese and ice 
cream are not sufficiently mois- 
| ture-vapor-resistant to be suitable f 
for naekaging foods to be frozen j 
and held m ore than a few days. 
1 
Since liquid expands as it freoz-' 
es, allow am ple head space when 
packing 
liquid 
and 
sem i-liquid 
foods. Most freezer containers have 
a m ark or line to show how much 
’head soace to leave. For a tall, 
straight container and for bags. Mi 
inch 
is 
generally 
recom m ended 
for pints and I inch for quarts. 
Most precooked frozen foods c a r 
bi' reheated either in the oven o r, 
| on top of the range. Reheating in j 
the oven takes little of the cook’s 
attention and usually keeps the tex­ 
ture of the food better. Reheating 
on top of the range in a boiler or 
saucepan if faster. When using a 
double boiler, start with w arm wa­ 
ter in the lower pan so the thawing 
food won’t stick. 
R eheating over direct heat re­ 
quires considerable attention be­ 
cause the food m ust be stirred of­ 
ten. The stirring m ay result in a 
less desirable texture. 
Better to Reheat 
G enerally it is better to reheat 
frozen cooked m ain dishes without 
thaw ing. However to transfer the 
food to another container for re ­ 
heating or to rem ove cellophane 
betw een layers, you will need to 
partially thaw the food. Do this by 
placing the package in lukewarm 
w ater for a few m inutes. 
If you thaw food com pletely be­ 
fore reheating, it is usually best 
to thaw' in the refrigerator. Thaw­ 
ing at room tem pcratur m ay cause 
dangerous spoilage if it takes more 
than three or four hours. Once food 
is thawed, it should be used im ­ 
m ediately.

There is a simple, dependable control 
systei.i which operates barn ventila­ 
tion fans according to interior tem­ 
peratures. They help keep barns cool 
n summer by turning on fans when 
ihe indoor temperature gets too high. 
In cold weather, they automatically 
3hut off ventilation systems when 
temperatures drop below the comfort 
point for cows. 
Other controls are used in fruit 
and root storage houses to provide 
ventilation only w’hen the outdoor 
air is cooler than that indoors. In 
doing this, they provide maximum 
cooling and eliminate the chance of 
drawing warm outside air into build­ 
ings. Also, there is a combination 
humidity controller and water valve 
which operate together to add mois­ 
ture to the air in egg storage rooms. 
High moisture content of air is essen­ 
tial in such locations. 


Livestock farmers, 
too. find that 
automatic controls play an important 
part in operating heating elements 
to warm stock waterers. Tempera­ 
ture controllers have many uses on 
the farm. They watch over soil heat­ 
ing operations; keep the hot blast of 
crop dryers in line, and operate mo­ 
tors, electric heaters and electric re­ 
lays according to temperature re­ 
quirements. 
Another type of control keeps a 
“weather 
eye’’ 
trained 
for frost 
which might damage orchards or 
crops. When the temperature drops 
suddenly, it sets off an alarm to warn 
the farmer to take emergency meas­ 
ures. Without these and other similar 
devices, the farmer, who thinks he 
should be at least two men to get all 
his work done, would have to divide 
himself into several more personal­ 
ities to handle the jobs that controls 
do for him automatically.

After having been out of th coun­ 
ty for a week, I came to the office 
Monday morning to find 7 pieces 
of mail on my desk. We got a lot 
more mail than that during the 
week but this is in addition to that 
received by the Home Agent, Ger­ 
trude Alexander and the Associate 
Agent, M. J. Hatten. 
Since it may be of interest to 
some to know something about the 
kinds of mail that a county agent 
receives, I give a brief classifica­ 
tion of the items. In the first place 
there were 15 farm publications 
in the pile. And what do we do with 
these? This is too much reading 
but we do try to glance at the in­ 
dexes in most publications to catch 
an item now and then that we 
think we should take time to read.

Members are 
led to feel that they have a useful 
part of the world’s work to do and 
that, in doing it, they may grow 
mentally, socially, and spiritually; 
that they, as a part of the com­ 
munity or county extension or­ 
ganization, have a definite respon­ 
sibility in improving their com­ 
munity and in making it finer in 
every w’ay. Through club 
work 
countless communities have been 
materially improved. 
It is the common thing for 4-H 
clubs as part of their program of 
work, in addition to their farm 
and 
homemaking 
activities, 
to 
plant shrubbery and flowers about 
local schoolyard and along road­ 
sides; to make children’s clothing 
for needy families; show consid­ 
eration for animal life on the farm; 
improve the quality of crop and 
livestock raised; help with com­ 
munity and county 4-H club fairs;

Poultry Records 
Tell the Story 
What’s ahead for Missouri poul­ 
try raisers is sometimes diifficult 
to foresee, says Agent Francis 
Waggoner of New Madrid County. 
One thing is certain — records 
kept on farm flocks through the 
University of Missouri certainly 
tolls the story on what has hap­ 
pened in the past. A recent sum­ 
mary of 122 poultry farm records, 
for example, showed that the re- 
t..rn over feed cost last year was 
$2 60 per hen. 
These records extended over the 
period from September I, 1953 to 
August 31, 1954. For the same per­ 
iod a year ago, the figure was 
$3.32, or a decrease this year of 
72 cents. The 37-year average re­ 
turn over feed cost per hen was 


$2.30. Income per hen $7.81 for 
farm flocks; feed cost pear hen 
type *5 21. This gave a return of 
$150 for each dollar’s worth of 
feed fed. 
A further averaging of the rec­ 
ords shows that the average num­ 
ber of hens per flock was 263 birds 
which produceds an average a# lf) 
eggs per hen. The cost of prodd­ 
ing a dozen eggs was 33 cf*ht*. 
while the sale price was 43 cents. 
The average rate of lay of these 
Hecks during the fall months of 
September through December, I9t3 
was 48 per cent. 
Agent Waggoner expects next 
year’s record summary to show a 
decline in poultry income because 
of the present low egg prices and 
the anticipated low prices throulfr 
next spring and summer. However, 
the poultry-man doing a good job 
of management and marketing will 
still realize a return for his labor.

zine and chamber combined. Shot­ 
guns need not be plugged to the 
three-shell limit while deer hunt-
